It 
ts the one whole, absorbing quest of 
humanity, nay of all living creatures, 
ofallcreation. We are ever striving 
to nnl out that one blessing, which 
ever cludes our grasp, ever misses our 
ken. over edludes us, like the will- 
..the-w'sp, the one object of all-ab- 
sorbin ¢interest—unmixed happiness, 
the fruit of unmixed absolute love. 

Nut onty is this quest for happiness 
ever present within mankind, but 
aiso «within the lower animals and 
even in every phase of Nature. more 
er less pronounced or discernable. 
Everv manifestation of Nature, man 
or beast. bird or tree or plant, is ever 
endeavoring to gain a state of har- 
mony and equatibrium, ever endea- 
vouring to adjust a state of internal 
disorler and disturbance. I mean 
ever endeavoring to bring about a 
sense or instinct of that harmonious 
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equalibrium, which is termed satis- 
faction. contentment, happiness. 

Now the question may be asked, 
Why is this universal quest for hap- 
piness? How is it that every man 
or woman or child is every minute 
seeking sume sort of happiness or 
other? The Hindoo sages have an- 
swered the question to the satisfac- 
tion of all intelligent human beings. 
Why is this eterna] search for happi- 
ness? 

The answer is, Because the whole 
universe of which we are parts has 
come out of that eternal abode of 
happiness, called bliss, where it had 
dwelt before creation, like a tree in the 
seed, and the memory of which 
dwells still in the inner consciousness 
of ail created beings, though it has 
dropped from their outer conscious- 
ness. 

That abode of happiness is called 
the abode of Absolute Love; the 
Hindoo calls it Krishna. The word 
Krishna, in Sanskrit. comes from the 
root Karshati—to draw. Krishna 
means that which draws us to it- 
seif; and what in the world draws us 
all more powerfully than Love? It 
is the one source and substance of all 
magnetism, of all attraction, and 
when that love is absolutely pure, 


its power to draw is absolute ton... 73%

of happiness through life we are ever: í 


seeking this absolute bliss, only most 
of us do not know it. The man who 
devotes his heart and soul to acquir- 
ing wealth is in fact but striving to 
attain this blissful state. What does 
the would-be millionaire work to 
make the million for, but to secure 
pleasure, the pleasure of good eating, 
good drinking, good living, good en- 
joyment, to be happy? He makes. 
the million, but the happiness which 
he secures by securing the means of 
pleasure and by cnjoying the pleas- 
ures themselves is not complete. He 
He still feels some void in that hap- 
piness, something still wanting in 
those pleasures to make him fully 
happy. He therefore piles up more 
millions, plunges into newer pleas- 
ures, in short, he leaves no stone un- 
turned to find out the material ob- 
jects which will add to his pleasures; 
and when he has secured all these 
objects and enjoved them, he finds 
himself exactly at the same place 
where he was before—there is some- 
thing still wanting to make him com- 
pletely happy. Finding no newer ob- 
jects which are hkely to add to his 
happiness, he contents himself by 
enjoying what he has already en- 
joyed over and over again; that is to 
say, he goes through the same round 
ot pleasures to delude himself into 
the belief that that is the best happi- 
ness allowed to mortal man. 

But the delusion is temporary and 
far from complete. The hankering, 
the search for something still wanting 
is present all through that delusion— 
something unknown, but which he 
thinks he might know and recognize 
if he once found it. But alas! he 
he does not. 

Poor man, he does not know the 
secret of true happiness which is com- 
plete in itself, which never ends, 
which, once secured, never falls short 
or vanishes, which flows from within 
his heart through all channels of his 
body, out through the pores of it in a 
continual stream of ecstacy. He 
does not know that this thing, this 
unending happiness, is not found in 
material objects, cannot be secured 
by means of the instincts of the 
physical senses, which cognize only 
material objects. 

And why? Why is it that mater- 
ial objects fail to give us that true 
and absolute happiness, fail to satisfy 
the hunger of the yearning heart fo 
that unknown something which & 
feels somehow must exist, but which 
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which alas, it does not realize t at it 
once knew, that it once was its -ight 
by heritage.? 

The answer issimple, and ou ht to 
be convincing to every thou: itful 
mind. The answer is, Becaus ma- 
terial objects are changeful in their 
nature and principle; because eing 
nothing but forms of changef: iness 
they do not possess this perm nent 
this unchangeable happiness t: give 
it to thase who seek to derive it from 
thefn. An object whose very rin- 
ciple is changefuiness can afford ioth- 
ing which is not changeful in i ; na- 
ture. All the pleasures, ther fore, 
that we derive from material o jects 
must necessarily be changeful, - hich 
means shortlived, pleasures of hort 
duration, broken pleasure, < stin- 
guished by the Hindoos from v ibro- 
ken pleasure, which, because f its 
unbrokenness and ecstatic taste :eas- 
es to be called pleasure and as: tmes 
the name of Bliss. 

The question now arises, wh re is 
this true happiness to be foun: , if it 
cannot be found in material ob cts? 
Some modern scientists call th . un- 
broken happiness a delusion : 1d a 
snare of credulous humanity. Mod- 
ern science has done much, has done 
wondegs in thig Western V orld!

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Science, if there be one who f: ls to 
find anything in these produ s of 
science, which is in any way kely 
to contribute towards the attair nent 
of contentment of the human ind, 
that person need not necessarii: be a 
fool. Modern science has e: cited 
our wonder, but has failed to nake 
us either contented or happy con- 
tentmeént and happiness. whis : are 
our eternal quest, the one obj: ct of 
our life, the one goal to whicha cre- 
ation is running in a blindfoldec race. 
It should rather be claimed for nod- 
ern science, that it has made i : fol- 
lowers outward looking. It has 
produced conveniences and cor forts 
of life which have made all ; :ople 
hanker after them, and many | iling 
to secure them, make them elves 
both discontented and unk ppy. 
Modern science, in a word, has: rved 
only to put obstacles in our at -mpt 
to realize that one object of o r ex- 
istence—contentment which a fords 
true happiness. 

This leads me to repeat what have 
just said, that no true or all-s: isfy-* 
ing permanent happiness cœ ı be 
found out of material object and 
hence the failure of material cien- 
tists to make humanity eithe con- 
tented or happy. 

Where is then this happines: to be 
found? It cannot be found i: any- 
thing outside of ourselves. Th .con- 
tinual stream of happiness is f wing 
at all times from our heart of earts 
all through our body, but we « -nnot 
perceive it, or feel it, becau: - our 
mind has been covered by the - ‘ouds 
formed out of our hankerings f. - ma- 
terial objects. Our desire for: ater- 
ial pleasures is the only vei that 
shrouds this fountian of true appi- 
ness from our mental ken. 

But if our desires for mater uJ en- 
joyments be carefully and intel gent- 
ly analyzed, we can arrive a only 
one conclusion and that is t at in 
hankering for material pleasur s, we 
are in fact practically hunti: g for 
happiness, which once attair d, is 
ever full, ever satisfying; whic once 
enjoyed, all hankerings for m terial 
enjoyments are forever at rest. The. 
fact of our material possessio: 3 and 
enjoyments ever leaving with’ : us a 
wish, more or less peonon i, ie 
something still more enjoyabi , 
more pleasurable, is the mo: indi- 
rectly direct proof that we re in 
quest of something which worl: ly ob- 
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ever eludes its ken and quest, apd ‘jects.cannot supply and the act of 
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fhis quest being present in all human 
souls, in all their thoughts and actions 
at all times, forces us to the irresista- 
ble conclusion that we once knew or 
had a taste of the thing we all are 
eternally searching for. and that, 
having lost it, we are ever endeavor- 
ing to regain it, its absence having 
rendered us as unhappy and restless 
as a fish out of its element. 

This lost object, this once enjoyed 
state of the human soul, now absent 
but ever longed for, is Krishna. 

It is Krishna (perfect state of Love 
or Bliss) that is ever drawing us near 
to itself. This Krishna was once 
our home, when this creation of 
of which we form but tiny atoms, 
slept for eons. unnumbered in the bo- 
som of Krishna, forming but a part 
of his will. When those unnumbered 
aeons were numbered, after these 
atoms of creation had slept for en- 
ough time to rest themselves in the 
bosom of absolute Bliss, they were 
thrust out of that realm into space, 
to form a universe. 

They first manifested themselves 
as universal consciousness, which, 
wanting to become conscious of some- 
thing, developed into the Ego, and 
Ego developed into the Mind as no 
Ego is possible without the faculty of

But every particle of this cosmos 
is conscious directly or indirectly in 
every point, of the home that it has 
left, the absolute state of Bliss it once 
had soaked in, the incomparable nec- 
tar which it had once tasted. Yes, 
that memory endures, the memory of 
that love absolute is the cause of all 
discontent, of all dissatisfaction, of 
all strife and effort, of all ambition 
and achievements. It is the cause as 
well of every philosophy and tran- 
scendental thought, of moral and 
spiritual uplifting and of the devel- 
oping the human into the divine. 

From Krishna have we all come 
and Krishna-ward are we all tending. 
And all our actions, good, bad or in- 
different are but feeble steps, with 
which we are all enedavoring to cover 
the journey back to Krishna—our 
Home—Home, Sweet Home! Ever 
loved Home, from which we have 
come away as sorry truants and to 
which the needle of our soul ever 
trembles, pointing to us the forgotten 
path, by which we fied from and by 
which we are again to return to, 
Home—Sree Krishna!
